**HIS is one of the genuine effects 

of that wiſdom from above, which, 

T N. as it is delivered in the Goſpel, con- 
NTA tains ſuch ſtriking and indiſputable 
1 * marks of its divine original. The 
moſt remarkable of theſe, 1s that conſtant ſtrain 
of benevolence and humanity, thoſe repeated and 
pathetic exhortations to acts of mercy and bro- 


tharly love, which fill every page of the New Tei- 
B tament, 
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tament, which are the vital and animating ſpirit, 
that runs through every part of the Chriſtian In- 
ſtitution. 


For if any extraordinary declaration of his will 
be ſuppoſed to come from him, whoſe tender 
mercies are over all his works, whoſe ample pro- 
viſion for the well-being of his Creatures affords 
the moſt inconteſtable proofs of his goodneſs ; 
can ſuch a declaration bear more evident charac- 
ters of its author, than that 1t tends to carry on 
the ſame gracious deſign, cooperates with him in 


the attainment of the ſame good end, and inſpires 


its followers with ſuch principles, as are moſt 
conducive to the purpoſe of en this uni- 
verſal happineſs? 


Ir this good intention of the Goſpel be not 
anſwered by the profeſſors of the Goſpel; if the 
hearts of Chriſtians are not ſoftened by its gentle 
admonitions, or enlarged by its generous doctrines; 
if that temper of mercy, which it every where re- 
quires by its precepts, and recommends by its ex- 
amples, ſhould be narrowed by avarice, or over- 
ruled by ſelf-intereſt ; this cannot be juſtly attri- 
buted to the tendency of the Laws themſelves : 
For are not all thoſe virtues, which open and expand 


the heart, which cultivate peace and goodwill among 


men, 


— 
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men, which inſpire its diſciples with ſentiments 
of mercy and moderation to each other; are not 
theſe plainly enjoined and powerfully enforced by 
the Goſpel? Are not thoſe vices, which uſually 
ſow the ſeeds of diviſion among men, are not 
pride, anger, revenge, and covetouſneſs, forbidden 
under the ſevereſt penalties? So that a mercileſs 
and unrelenting temper, is as contrary. to the 
expreſs and poſitive commands, as it 1s to the real 
and genuine ſpirit of Chriſtianity. 


A PROPER conſideration then of this Subject 
w1ll lead us to inquire, 


I. IxTo this principal and diſtinguiſhing Cha- 
racter of our Religion; to recollect, what va- 
rious good fruits Mercy naturally produces; 
and to reflect on the many bleſſings with 
which it is likely to be attended. | 


II. Wx will then take a ſhort view of that chari- 
table Inſtitution which we are now aſſembled 
to promote; and conſider the uſeful Ends which 
it was intended to anſwer, and has in a con- 
ſiderable degree already anſwered. 


Tue perſon, who beſt comes up to the Apel. 
tle's deſcription, of being full of mercy and 
good fruits, is one who adds to the regular diſ- 
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cherte of the duties and religious ens he is 
under, a tender and an enlarged heart; who has a 
true and compaſſionate ſenſe of the ſufferings of 
others, and is ready, on all occaſions, to aſſiſt in 
alleviating thoſe ſufferings; who feels a real de- 


light in doing good, in relieving the wants, or 
ſoftening the diſtreſſes, or leſſening the calamities 


of thoſe about him; who finds ſome ſhare of hap- 
pineſs reflected on himſelf, when he is employed 
in communicating happineſs to another. He it is, 
who has attained this Chriſtian virtue, which was 


made at firſt the peculiar diſtinction, and will for 


ever continue to be the proper and genuine pro- 
duce of this heavenly wiſdom. 


Suc a one therefore will conſider the bleſſings 
of providence, which have fallen to his lot, of 
what nature ſoever they are, not only as the means 
of producing pleaſure to himſelf, but as ſo many 
opportunities kindly communicated to him, for 
the good purpoſe of diſpenſing comfort or ſatis- 
faction to others; as ſo many talents indeed, in- 
truſted to his care and management, for the ſer- 
vice and benefit of his fellow- creatures; or, to uſe 
the clear and emphatic language of the Apoſtle, 
* as he has received the gift, ſo miniſters he the 
ſame to another, as a good ſteward of the mani- 
fold grace of Gov,” |

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Nov mercy to our Brethren may exert itſelf in 

a variety of ways; and where the diſpoſition is 
ready, opportunities can hardly ever be wanting to 
exerciſe it. The occaſions are as numerous, as 
there are neceffities among men to' be ſupplied, or 
afflictions to be leſſened, or evils to be removed. 
It will not only be employed in feeding the hun- 
gry, and clothing the naked, but will endeavour 
to inſtruct the ignorant, to reclaim the vicious, 
to admoniſh the unwary; to bring the idle to a 
ſenſe of their duty, and the uſeleſs to a laudable 
courſe of induſtry. + The obligation men are un- 
der to practice this Chriſtian virtue, will ariſe from 
the various ſituations in which they are placed, 
and the different abilities of which they are poſ- 
ſeſſed; will be proportioned to the ſeveral talents 
committed to their care, and the opportunities 
they may have of applying or improving thoſe 
talents. 


Wr are excited to theſe acts of mercy by the 
frame of our nature, which diſpoſes us to feel and 
to melt at the diſtreſſes of our brethren; by the 
unequal allotment of good and evil in the world, 
where the undeſerved wants and neceſſities of ſome, 
fo plainly call for the exerciſe of our tender affec- 
tions in the relief and aſſiſtance of others; and 

| reaſon 
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reaſon cannot but approve, what our religion ſo 
expreſſly enjoins, that a man ſhould ſhew mercy 
to one who is like himſelf; one born with the 
ſame hopes, and engaged in the ſame views of hap- 
pineſs; a partaker of the ſame nature, and a. 
ſharer in all its various wants and infirmities. 
And we have the ſtrongeſt motives to theſe various 
expreſſions of our humanity, if we conſider 'the 
ample returns of- pleaſure and advantage which 
we ſhall be likely to reap from them. 


We ſhall be ſure to find a real one in that home- 
felt ſatisfaction, which ariſes from the review and 
approbation of our own conduct; which ſprings. 
from the reflection of our having acted with that 
humanity which becomes us, towards our Chriſ- 
tian Brethren. But in no inſtance is this more 
ſenſibly felt, than from reflecting that we have 
reſcued from miſery and diſtreſs thoſe © who were 
ready to periſn; that we have put many, who 
wanted all the helps of a proper education from 
their friends, into a method of doing ſervice to the 
public, and gaining a comfortable ſupport for 
themſelves. | 


Tr1s ſatisfaction is improved by the well- 
grounded perſuaſion, that we are thereby anſwer- 
ing the gracious purpoſes of Gop's providence, 

and 
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and carrying forward the great ends of his go- 
vernment ; who, as he was pleaſed to place us here 
in a ſtate of probation, might diſpoſe the preſent 
ſcheme of things for the trial of our virtue, and 
permit the evils of life to ſubſiſt, for the 1 une 
ment of our benevolent affections. 


A E is another ſource of comfort, in the 
never- failing regard which is paid to the merciful 
and humane character, and in the well- grounded 
expectation of receiving from others, whenever it 
may be wanted, the grateful return and acknow- 
ledgment of mercy; and theſe motives will be 
ſtronger, as the moſt proper objects of our com- 
paſſion are choſen, as the aſſiſtance we beſtow is 
the moſt prudently diſpenſed, or likely to be at- 
tended with the moſt laſting and extenſive benefits. 


Now the principal acts and offices of huma- 
nity are united in this Charitable Eſtabliſhment, 
whoſe merciful ends and purpoſes we are now aſ- 
ſembled to promote and enlarge. The beſt foun- 
dation of public and private proſperity 1s un- 
doubtedly laid in the prudent and careful educa- 
tion of youth; and the chief object of this Inſti- 
tution is to aſſiſt in forwarding that uſeful work; 
to impreſs young and tender minds, when impreſ- 
ſions of every kind ſtrike the deepeſt and laſt the 


longeſt, 
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longeſt, with a proper knowledge of religion, and 
a becoming ſenſe of their duty ; to habituate them, 
at the moſt early ſeaſon of life, to a regular beha- 
viour, and train them up in a courſe of honeſt in- 
duſtry. By theſe helps, it is with reaſon apprehend- 
ed, they will be moſt likely to anſwer the proper ends 
of their creation, . will be enabled to carry on the 
general purpoſes of GoD's providence, to approve 
and recommend themſelves as worthy diſciples of 
their great Maſter; and become, as they advance in 
years and ſtrength, uſeful members of _ commu- 


nity. 


As early impreſſions, be they right or wrong, are 
found to be 1o laſting, and uſually carry their in- 


fluence through the whole extent of human life, 


what a real advantage muſt it be to infuſe right 
principles into young and uninformed minds, and 
to cultivate them, as ſoon as they are able to re- 
ceive it, with the good ſeed of uſeful knowledge 
and no knowledge can become them better, or 


concern them more, than that which teaches them 
to perform well the part that is aſſigned to them in 
this various and complicated ſcene; and to behave 


properly in that ſtation, wherein the providence of 
Gop has appointed them to act. A better founda- 
tion for ſuch a conduct cannot be laid, than in a 


8 and regular education; than in teaching 


them 
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them at their firſt ſetting out on their journey 
through life, to diſtinguiſn and obſerve the immu- 
table diſtinctions of right and wrong, to act always 
under an habitual ſenſe of what they owe to their 
Maker and Redeemer, by which the Chriſtian cha- 
racter is beſt formed, and thoſe habits of right be- 
haviour are probably produced, whereby they will 
become more acceptable to Gop, and more uſeful 
to their brethren. 


Ir is indeed the power of Education, which 
makes that mighty and ſtriking difference between 
man and man; which ſo much diſtinguiſhes dif- 
ferent countries, and the inhabitants of the ſame 
country from each other. This is the ſource of all 
thoſe arts, which accommodate and adorn ſociety; 
of that affluence, which opens to it ſuch a variety 
of enjoyments; of that induſtry, which produces 
its chief ſtrength and ſtability. It is the influence 
of this, which reaches to every part, and diſpenſes 
ſuch a diverſity of bleſſings through the whole ex- 
tent of the community; which ſo far raiſes a well- 
policied and civilized ſtate above the rudeneſs and 
Wee ar of W nations. 


Tur want of early inſtruction we may ſee clearly 
exempliſied in the lazy and diſſolute life of the va- 
grant. e in no principles of religion, he 

| C hardly 
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hardly diſcovers any ſenſe of a ſupreme power, or 
ſees any difference between good and evil. Thus 
confirmed in ignorance, and habituated to idleneſs, 
no inſtruction can afterwards amend, or puniſh- 
ment reclaim him: trained up to no uſeful em- 
ployment, he lives like the drone, by pilfering 
from the ſtore, and preying upon the induſtry of 
others. Unconcerned about the diſpleaſure of Gop, 
he tries only to avoid the correction of the magiſ- 
trate; his hand, like hmael's, is againſt every man, 
he lives in a conſtant ſtate of hoſtility with all ; 
a burden to the public, a reproach to human na- 
ture. 


How different generally is the conduct of thoſe, 
who have been educated in the knowledge, and 
habituated to the practice of their duty ? who have 
been brought up in a more regular way of living, 
and reſcued from many of thoſe temptations to 
vice and idleneſs, to which the children of the 
poor are too often expoſed ? Such a one 1s gra- 
dually diſpoſed to labour, by being from the early 
part of life accuſtomed to it: he chearfully ſub- 
mits to the drudgery of thoſe lower occupations 
which his ſtation requires of him ; and finds ſome 
ſelf-enjoyment from that health and vigour, with 
which he is animated, while he © laboureth at the 
anvil, or“ driveth the oxen, or © faſhioneth the 

| clay 
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clay with his arm.“ By all theſe various methods 
of employment, he adds to the common ſtock oſ 
property, and thereby becomes a deſerving member 
of the public; which as it clearly reaps the benefit, 
is now duly ſenſible of the expediency, and gives a 
ſuitable encouragement to theſe uſeful Seminaries, 
which are found to produce ſuch beneficial effects. 


Theſe ends indeed of teaching children their duty 
to Gop and to men, ſhould always be carried on 
together; if properly underſtood, they give a friendly 
ſupport and aſſiſtance to each other; if ſeparated, 
they often tend to lead weaker minds into dan- 
gerous miſtakes, and miſcarriages in their conduct. 
Thoſe, who are trained up ſolely to habits of dili- 
gence in buſineſs, may inſenſibly be brought to 
think and act as © children of this world,” as hav- 
ing no concern or intereſt at all in a future ſtate 
of being. Under this perſuaſion all their attention 


will be confined, and all their cares engaged about 


the tranſient ſcene of things before them; without 
once reflecting, that other thoughts may become, 
and other objects employ creatures, who were in- 
tended to continue beyond the grave, and ſhould 
act ſuitably to ſo glorious a proſpect. If leſſons 
of induſtry are not at all inculcated, if their minds 
are wholly turned to religious objects, they will 
be in danger of contracting ſuch an enthuſiaſtic 
turn, as may diſpoſe them to abſtract themſelves 
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entirely from the affairs of this world, and under 
the ſpecious pretence of greater piety, produce a 


conduct hurtful to the public, ruinous to their fa- 
milies, fatal to themſelves. 


Ir is a truth now well known and acknowledged, 
that Induſtry is the great ſource of riches and real 
ſtrength to a nation; and that the public proſperity 
is in the fulleſt manner ſecured, when its ſeveral 
members, ſuperior and ſubordinate, execute the 
parts properly in which they are appointed to act; 
and diſcharge their reſpective offices with faithful- 
neſs and aſſiduity. | 


 WHaATEveER inftitution therefore tends to habi- 
tuate youth to diligence, to inſtruct them in right 
principles of conduct, and teach them to perform 
well the duties of their ſeveral ſtations, it is and 
muſt be greatly ſerviceable to the common good, 
and productive of national welfare. By opening 
to ſuch, whoſe parents were not in a condition to 
provide either for the clothing of their bodies or 
the culture of their minds, the proſpect of a com- 
fortable ſupport by their own care and applica- 
tion, it animates their endeavours, rouzes up a ſpi- 
rit of activity, and calls forth thoſe unknown and 
latent powers of invention or ſkill, which indo- 
lence _ have deadened, or deſpair extinguiſhed; 
and 
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and it makes many, who by a neglect of proper 
education might have been a burden, often become 
a benefit, ſometimes a credit and ornament to their 
country. | 


IT is then to be obſerved in favour. of theſe hu- 
mane and prudent inſtitutions, which we are now. 
met to recommend and promote, that they produce 
effects, as durable in their nature, as extenſive in 
their influence; they are not only of uſe in ſup- 
plying the preſent, but in providing againſt future 
diſtreſs; they not only help to relieve the imme- 
diate wants of the poor infants, whom they take 
under their protection, but they greatly contribute 
to prevent, and often do effectually prevent the 


return of thoſe wants. For by giving them a pro- 


per ſenſe of what they are ſo much concerned to 
know, by furniſhing their minds with right princi- 
ples, and teaching them to behave properly in the 
ſeveral lower ſtations of life, which they are ap- 
pointed to fill; by uſing them particularly to habits 
of ſobriety, temperance and diligence, a diſpoſition 
is uſually produced to exert the talents, Gop has 
given them, for their own ſupport ; and their at- 
tention to thoſe leſſons of honeſty and faithfulneſs, 
which have been inculcated, will generally ſecure 
the ſucceſs of thoſe talents, | | 
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Tur reſpectable Society *, by whoſe advice 
many of theſe Schools have in different parts of the 
kingdom been erected, has alſo greatly forwarded 
their progreſs by its protection, and publiſhed 
Rules, drawn up by a worthy and diſcerning Pre- 
late, for their better direction and improvement. 
Their plan of religious education has been alſo 
gradually enlarged, and various methods have been 
taken of advancing their original deſign. The 
ſupport of ſome Miſſions and Schools in the Eft, 
for the inſtruction of the natives in the principles 
of Chriſtianity, the relief given to the perſecuted 
Proteſtants at Saltzburg, and their friendly aſſiſt- 
ance in ſending over and ſettling above two hun- 
dred in the infant colony of Georgia, afford a moſt 
ample proof of their generous views and beneficent 
temper. They printed likewiſe the New Teſta- 
ment and Pſalter in Arabic for the uſe of thoſe 
Eaſtern nations: They finiſhed at a great expence 
three editions of the Bible and Common Prayer 
in the Welch Tongue, for the inſtruction of our 
Siſter Country; and they have printed and diſ- 
perſed great numbers of the New Teſtament and 
Common Prayer in the Manks Language, for the 
benefit and improvement of that neighbouring 
Iſland. As they have thus expreſſed their good 

diſpoſition 
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diſpoſition in theſe various and uſeful acts of hu- 
manity, in their endeavour to convert heathens to 
the Chriſtian Faith by a tranſlation of the Bible 
into different languages, and to eſtabliſh others in 
that faith, by the diſperſion of religious and well 
choſen Tracts, their example, it 1s hoped, will 
excite others to aſſiſt in carrying on theſe chari« 


table deſigns, and enlarge their capacity of doing 
ſervice to. mankind. 


Fuxsz Schools of religious education, which 
its members ſo carefully ſupport, muſt doubtleſs, 
under proper management, be of ſignal uſe to the 
public, by fixing early impreſſions in favour of re- 
ligion in a very diſſolute and irreligious age; whoſe 
character 1s ſtrongly marked by an open profligacy: 
and licentiouſneſs, by abandoned profaneneſs and 
debauchery, by a confeſſed proſtitution of conſci- 
ence and violation of oaths ; by a dreadful want 
of religious principle among the lower ranks of 
people, and a contemptuous neglect of God's. 
worſhip ; by a turbulent and levelling ſpirit, which 
is for throwing down all diſtinctions in ſociety, 
and by an avowed diſregard to the authority of 
laws and magiſtracy, by which alone public order- 
can be maintained. All immoralities mdeed tend, 
but theſe have a direct tendency, to weaken and 
diſturb all regular government, by relaxing the 

nerves 
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nerves of induſtry, by occaſioning the negleA of 
many important duties, and by interrupting that 
confidence, which is neceſſary to keep up all ſocial 
and commercial intercourſe ang men. | 


| 8 it be e that theſe children do 
not always prove ſuch as might be expected from 
the care and pains that have been taken with them: 
this may be allowed without any imputation on 
the deſign or management of theſe Schools. It 
is the common fate of all divine, as well as human 
appointments, that they ſometimes fail of anſwer- 
ing the good purpoſe, for which they were originally 
intended: but after the ſtricteſt ſearch, made by 
friends and enemies, the matter of fact appears to 
be- in their favour ; much the greater proportion 
has turned out well, and great numbers have been 
there brought up, who have been very uſeful in 
inferior ſtations, as ſervants, labourers, ſailors, ar- 


tificers. 


Ir the complaints about the want of working 
hands, lower ſervants and huſbandmen be well 
founded, as it probably may, many apparent cauſes 
may be aſſigned for this ſcarcity : the extent of 
ourtrade, and the great increaſe of our dominions, 
emigration and the ſpirit of adventure, the conſump- 


tion of men made in our large fleets and armies, a 
greater 
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greater that is probably made by lewdneſs and in- 
temperance, But whatever ſhare other cauſes may 
have in producing theſe bad effects, the Education 
in theſe Schools muſt, I am perſuaded, have but a 
very little one the number, brought up there, may 
indeed be too ſmall to mend or alter the general 
complexion of the age; the principles of ſobriety 
and induſtry, taught there, may be loſt by the in- 
fluence of bad company, and the contagion of evil 
examples; but thoſe principles, which tend to 
public and private good, cannot contribute to leſſen 
the numbers, or corrupt the morals of the lower 
claſs of people: Early impreſſions in favour of virtue, 
may often check, may ſometimes but can 
never help to promote vice. 


Lr us then, my Brethren, encouraged by 4 the 
full perſuaſion, and excited by the clear experience 
of their uſeful effects, endeavour to promote the 
good ends, or improve upon the plan of theſe ex- 
cellent Inſtitutions. And let all who are con- 
cerned in the conduct and direction of theſe Cha- 
rities, ever remember to join, as far as may be, 
habits of induſtry to principles of religion. This 
has been done in many places, it is always done 
in a Siſter Kingdom, and we ſhould try to do it in 
our own. What a real ſatisfaction muſt it be to 
humane and feeling hearts to reflect, that they 

D have 
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- have put it in the power of many infants to 
ſay, with real gratitude, ** when my father and 
mother have forſaken me,” by not being able to 
give me a good education, or being inclined to 
give me a bad one; when the authors of my birth, 
and natural guardians of my youth, have failed in 
this neceſſary point of directing me right in my 
journey through life, the Lok p, by diſpoſing the 
hearts of religious perſons to protect and fave me, 
has happily for me, in the ordinary courſe, and by 
the natural inſtruments of his providence ** taken 
me up.“

HE Society for Promoting Chriftian 
e N M Knowledge have for many Years been en- 
DO (281 gaged in carrying on ow Gael Defigns as 
_—_ x hey Judged might promote the Intereſts 
=D of true Religion, and the Honour of 
Almighty GOD, by whole Blefling this good Work 
has been continually proſpering in their Hands; but 
finding that cheir Defigns were not ſo generall by 
known as they could with, and conſequently not 
much encouraged as it was preſumed whey would be, 
when further known; they theren reſolved not 
only to publiſh an Account of them, but alſo to 
communicate to the World, from year to year, their 
Proceedings, and the Stare of their Affairs. 
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Tris Soc Ty conſiſts partly of S U B- 
SCRIBING, and partly of CORRE- 
SPONDING Members; who, before they can 
be choſen, muſt be recommended in the Form 
No I. in the Appendix. Of the former you have a 
complete Liſt under the ſame Number in the Appen- 
dix. They ſubſcribe ſuch Annual Sams as every one 
thinks proper, towards ſupporting the Expences of 
the Society: and have their regular Meetings, in 
which all Buſineſs relating thereunto is tranſacted. 
And as moſt of theſe, when this Society was firſt form- 
ed, lived in or near London, they were then, and 
until A. D. 1727, called RESIDING Members. 
The latter are ſuch Perſons in Great Britain and 
Ireland, and other Proteſtant Countries, as are 
choſen to correſpond with the Society, on purpoſe 
to acquaint them with the State of Religion in 
their Neighbourhood ; to ſuggeſt ſuch Methods of 
doing Good as occur to them; to diſtribute Bibles, 
with ſuch religious, as well as uſeful Books, as ſhall 
be approved of, and recommended by the Society; 
and to remit any occaſional Benefactions, which 
they themſelves are pleaſed to contribute, or collect 
from well diſpoſed Chriſtians. 

Bu T for the better underſtanding the Nature and 
Deſigns of this Society, it is thought convenient to 
premiſe a ſhort Narrative of its Riſe and Progreſs.

T HE1R principal Methods were the ſame as they 
had been before. The riRsT was to procure and 
encourage the erecting of CuARITv- Schools, in all Charity:

Tu E great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary Charges that were neceſſary 
for the Support and Encouragement of this Infant 
Settlement, rogether with 100 /. a Year as a Salary 
for their Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, had 
fo far reduced the Charities belonging to this Branch 
of the SocietTyY's Deſigns, that they had nothing 
left to anſwer any future Wants and Contingen- 


| cies, excepting 2500 J. New South Sea Annuities, 


which had been purchaſed as a ſtanding Fund for 
paying the aforeſaid Annual Salary to the Miſſiona- 
ries and Schoolmaſter. But the lowering of public 
Intereſt ſo affected the Society, that they knew not 
how to make good this Annual Salary to the Miſ- 
ſionaries and Schoolmaſter, towards which they con- 
tinued to receive little or no Aſſiſtance.

A Letter of Dr Ep Muup Gisson, late Lord Biſhop of London, to the 
Clergy of his Dioceſe, dated & biteball, Apr. 3, 1740. 

GOOD BROTHER, 

HE Decay of Piety and Religion, and the Increaſe of Sin and Vice, are 

ſo viſible in our Days, notwithſtanding the Endeavours of the Parochial 
Clergy to prevent them; that no additional Expedients ought to be omitted, 
which may help, in any Meaſure, to preſerve among our People a Senſe of 
Duty, and a Spirit of Devotion. | 

Ons of theſe Expedients is, the putting into their Hands, as Occaſion ſhall 
be found, ſome ſhort and plain Tracts upon Religious SubjeAs; ſuch as being 
ſhort, they are like to read, or may eaſily procure to be read to them; and be- 
ing alſo plain, they cannot fail of underſtanding; and moreover, being always 
at hand, and read over often, they will naturally make a deeper Ingr upon 
their Minds, than Inſtructions and Admonitions, either from the Puipit, or by 
Word of Mouth. 

Ir was with this View, that feveral Biſhops, Clergymen, and other ſerious 
Perſons among the Laity, did long fince form themſelves into a Society, for 
printing and diſperſing fuch practical Tracts in great Numbers. And for the 
diſperſing them more effectually, they have from time to time admitted, and 
continue to admit, ſeveral Perſons in all Parts of the Kingdom, whom they 
call CoxxEsPONDING MEMBERS; and who are intitled to have a Supply of 
them, to be diſpoſed of among ſuch of the neighbouring Clergy or Laity as defire 
them; the Bound Books, mentioned in their Catalogue, at the prime Coſt in 
Duires, the Society being at the Charge of Binding; and the Stitch'd Books, 
at one half of what is ſet down as the _ Coſt of each; the other half of the 
Charge being born by the ſtanding Subſcriptions of the Members of the So- 
ciety, and by other occaſional Benefactions. And the Privilege of ſending for 
and receiving thoſe Books and ſmall Tracts, on the Terms before mentioned, 
is common to all the Conn sro MUZ As, @ ſuch, whether they be 
SUBSCRIBERS or not; on Account of the Trouble they are content to take in 
anſwering the great Ends of the Society, by conveying their Tracts into many 
Hands, and on the ſame eaſy Terms; without any Advantage to themſelves, 
beſides the Pleafure of doing Good, 

Tus Society has fublifted many Years, under the Name of The le for 
promoting Chriflian Knowledge, And as, by their Endeavours in that Way, 
great Good has been already done to Religion, ſo much more would i 
be done, if the Defign, and their Methods of carrying it on, were more gene- 
rally underſtood and attended to. And becauſe ſome of the Clergy may not 
know that there is ſuch a Society, and many others may be unacquainted with 
the true End and Manner of it; L aefire that thoſe in your Neighbourhood may 
have this Account of it communicated to them, as you have Opportunity. At the 
ſame time it is left to every one's Judgment, how far he has Occaſm within 
his own Cure for ſuch Afiſtances as theſe, to co-operate with his own Pa- 
ſtoral Labours. 

I am not without Hope, that when this Method of doing Service to Religion 
is known and conſidered, Perſons who are of Ability, both among the Clergy 
and Laity, will be diſpoſed to become Subſcribing Members, or occaſional Con- 
tributors; for the better Support of the Society in carrying on the Work, and 
to make the good Effects of it more and more extenſive. And ſo, commend-

1 — State of the Proteſtant Mifions in Ta India, 
according to the lateſt Accounts received from thoſe 
Parts, is as folſows. 

The Reverend Meffievrs- Fabricius and Breithanyt, in à 
Letter dated 3 Feb. 1772, containing an Account of their 
Miſſion for the Year 175 t, acknowledge the Goodneſs of 
God; who had been graciouſly pleaſed to preſerve and 
protect them, their Catechiſts and Aſſiſtants, and had _ 

| | ble 
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bled them to take Care of both the Congregations and 
other Concerns of the Miſſion, and likewiſe to continue 
their Diſcourſes with the Heathens till the Month of De- 
cember, when a Party of Roving Marattas put a Stop to 
theſe Converſations, and obliged the Miſſionaries to retire 
ſeveral times from Wepery to Madras. Upon peruſing 
their Journal, wherein they _— note down the Sub- 
ſtance of each Diſcourſe, the Place where it was held, and 
the Behaviour of the Heathens on the Occaſion, the 
found nothing which deſerved to be particularly remarked, 
or that was different from what- they have formerly re- 
lated ; they therefore content themſelves with mentioning 
that, whenever thoſe whom they addreſs ſhew any Signs 
of an Inclination to think ſeriouſly of what has been ſaid, 
they leave with them the Malabar Letter printed at Ma- 
dras, or ſome other Treatiſe in that Language publiſhed 
at Tranquebar. | 1 

The Number of thoſe who, after due Inſtruction had 
been admitted into the Church by Baptiſm, or converted 
from Popery, amounted to forty- eight Perſons; among 
whom was a Mobammedan young Man, Servant to a Sea 
Captain : Beſides which there had been thirty-nine Chil- 
dren born in the Congregation. Fourteen Perſons, after 
a Publick Renewal of their Baptiſmal Covenant, had been 
admitted for the firſt Time to the Lord's Table: Twenty- 
two Couples had been married, and ſixteen Perſons had 
been taken from them by Death. 

As to the outward Circumſtances of their Flock, they 
write, in the Words of St Paul, that as yet Not many 
mighty, not many noble are called; the Conſequence of which 
is that, the Price of Proviſions being conſiderably greater 
in that Settlement than at other Places on the Coaſt, and 
encreaſing almoſt: from Year to Year, they are at a great 
Expence in diſtributing Money and Cloaths; the Number 
of Children too who muſt be maintained in the School 
rather encreaſes than diminiſhes. They thank God how- 


ever that, with regard to this alſo, he has not ſuffered 


them 


* 
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them to be tempted above that they have been able, but 
has from time to time provided what was wanting, partly 
by the Charity of their Benefactors, and partly by what 
can be ſpared out of the Allowance which ſome Gentle- 
men pay for the Education of their Children. But two 
Journeys were made in the Courſe of the Year to diſtant 
Places. In May one of them went by Deſire to Pullicat, 
where he preached two Sermons in German, and adminiſ- 
| tered the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper to nine Com- 
municants; and before his Departure preached alſo a Ser- 
mon in Malabar, and another in Portugueze. In Novem- 
ber he was ſent for to Chenglipai, where he adminiſtered 
the Sacrament to a ſick. Perſon, at whoſe Requeſt he had 
been ſent for, and to four German Soldiers beſides; and 
likewiſe baptized ſeyen Children. On both Journeys a 
Summary of the Chriſtian Doctrine was delivered here 

and there. | 
The Catechiſt Taſenaik, who had been placed by the 
Miſſionaries at Velare, had ſeveral times given them an 
Account of his Conduct, and of his frequent Converſa- 
tions with Heathens, Mohammedans, and Papiſts ; though 
till then he had not been able to engage any actually to 
forſake their Unbelief or their Errors: However, when 
he was at Madras at the End of the Year, he gave them 
Hopes that the next Time he might bring a Family to be 
inſtructed by them. | | 
As they have ſometimes tranſmitted Accounts of the 
Works of Paganiſm, they could not omit relating an In- 
ſtance of a Braminey, in the great idolatrous City of Canſbi- 
burem, who in the Month of March, out of an exceſſive 
Zeal for his heatheniſh Superſtition, had made himſelf an 
unhappy Sacrifice to the Devil. For, having got up upon 
the Steeple of one of the great Pagodas, he threatened he 
would throw himſelf headlong from it, if the Inhabitants 
would not provide for celebrating a certain Feaſt in that 
K Pagoda. 
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Pagoda. He remained there two Days without eating or 
drinking: when, ſeeing that the People choſe another Pa- 

oda, he made good his Word, and died upon the Spot. 
A Gentleman of the Engliſh Council at Fort S, George, 
being then juſt upon a Journey to Canſbiburam, the Corpſe 
of the Braminey was kept unburnt till he arrived there 
and took a View of it. 

They likewiſe think it not amiſs to mention the ſtrange 
Manner in which a heathen Penitent tormented himſelf 
in a publick Street of the Black Town at Madras, ſome 
Hours every Day for ſeveral Months together, by ſwing- 
ing himſelf, with Ropes tied to the Branches of a Tree, 
backwards and forwards over a Fire, with his Face down- 
ward: And this Torment he underwent in order to get 
Money from the People, pretending that he had made a 
Vow to give Meat to many hundred Bramineys. 

In the Courſe of the Year they had received ſeveral 
good Accounts of the religious Life of ſome Perſons 
among the Engliſh Soldiers at Velore and Ellore; and they 
had not omitted diſtributing Bibles, New Teſtaments, and 
other good Books and Treatiſes to ſuch as ſhewed a De- 
fire and Inclination to read them. They had not quite 


finiſhed the Printing of the Malabar New Teſtament, not 


having ſo compleat a Set of Types as to be able to com- 
poſe one Sheet while another is printing. - 

In a ſubſequent Letter, dated 25 Feb. 1772, they ac- 
knowledge the Receipt of the ſeveral Stores and Preſents 
ſent out the preceding Year, and expreſs themſelves par- 
ticularly thankful for the Printing Paper; humbly beg- 
ging the Society (and their Requeſt has accordingly been 
complied with) to continue furniſhing them with this Ar- 
ticle, as eſpecially and directly tending to the Promoting 


of Chriſtian Knowledge in thoſe Parts. 


The Reverend Meſſieurs Hutteman and Gericke, in a Let- 
ter dated 4 Oc. 1771, acquaint the Society that they con- 
tinue 
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tinue their Labours in the Lord's Vineyard, not withſtand- 
ing the many Diſcouragements and Difficulties which they 
meet with. Thirty-ſix adult Perſons had willingly offered 
themſelves to embrace Chriſtianity z eighteen of whom 
were under daily Inſtruction: And the ſame Number, partly 
Heathens, partly Papiſts, had been received, in June pre- 
ceding, as Members of their Congregation. In the Ma- 
labar School about forty Children are taught, and that 
opened in the Country at Pulleiar tuppam, under the Care 
of Manoel, goes on, and may in time prove the Means of 
ſpreading the Knowledge of Jeſus Chriſt. | 

In another Letter, dated 24 Jan. 1772, they proceed to 
acquaint the Society that in the foregoing Year lixty-ſeven 
Souls had been admitted into the Church, of whom forty- 
ſeven were Adults, and twenty Children. The former 
had been fully inſtructed for a long Time, and, after ma- 
ture Examination into their paſt Lives, and Conviction of 
their Sincerity and Amendment, had at their earneſt Re- 
queſt been received. Thoſe who were ſuſpected to have 
ſiniſter Views had been excluded from Church Commu- 
nion, though they were permitted to come and hear Di- 
vine Service on Sundays: Meſſieurs Huttemas and Gericke 
being ſenſible that mere external Profeſſion is by no Means 
intended by the Society and their worthy Benefactors, and 
therefore aſſuring them that they will uſe their utmoſt En- 
deavours to make their Proſelytes Chriſtians indeed. 

In the Malabar School the Number of Scholars has 
commonly exceeded thirty : Their Communicants have 
been regularly forty-ſix. 

In the Courſe of the Year Mr Gericks had made three 
Journies into the Country, where he had abundant Op- 
portunity of Preaching the Goſpel. | | 


The Reverend Mr Kiernander, in a Letter dated 31 Dec, 
1771, acknowledges the Mercy and Goodneſs of God,

Beſides theſe, ſeveral Perſons had been awakened to a 
Senſe of Religion, who, though they had long before the 
Name of Proteſtant Chriſtians, had fome of them not for 
many Years, and others never ſince they were baptized, 
been in any Church, nor had ever received the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper; but who are now conſtant At- 
rendants on Publick Worſhip, and diligently ſeeking, 
through the Means of Grace, the Salvation of their Souls. 
Ot the abovementioned fix adult Heathens who had been 
baptized, both thofe of the Malayan and of the Bengal 
Caſt had been inſtructed in the Portugueze Language for 
near a whole Year, and in their Lives and Converſations 
had ſhewn themfelves obedient to the Goſpel.

The Reverend Mr Manoel da Coſts died at Calcutta the 


2d of March 1771, after a long Illneſs of near twelve 


Months. To the laſt he had a great Deſire of returning 
to Siam, in hopes of gaining many Converts there, as Liberty 
in religious Matters is allowed, and he was eagerly expected 
by ſome of his Acquaintance, from whom he had received 
ſeveral Letters to that Purpoſe. The Reverend Mr Bento 
had likewiſe been very ſickly; but, though labouring at 
times under great Weakneſs, had afliduouſly aſſiſted in 
the Portugueze Congregation, 

The Society have likewiſe received another Letter from 
Mr Kzernander, dated 13 Jan. 1772, containing an Ac- 
count of the Reception of another Romiſh Prieſt and

Day, had abjured Popery, and was received into the Pro- 
teſtant Church. This Perſon was born at Vienna in 1739, 
and educated in the Romiſh Church; in which having 
taken Orders, he for ſome time officiated in Europe, and 
for the four laſt Years as a Miſſionaty of the Order of the 
Carmelites at Buſſora. However, by reading the Scriptures, 
he had, through the Bleſſing of God, been brought to the 
Knowledge of the Truth, and a full Conviction of the many 
and dangerous Errors of Popery, and had at the ſame time 
been inſpired with a Reſolution of renouncing them. 
Accordingly, about a Month after his Arrival at Calcutta, 
in the Face of the Congregation, and with an audible 
Voice, he made his Abjuration, which he delivered to 
Mr Kiernander, who received him, and concluded with a 
Prayer and ſinging the 100 Pſalm. Then a Sermon 
was preached on Rev. xviii. 4, 5. after which the new 
Convert received the Sacrament. There were preſent on 
this Occaſion the Governor, and moſt of the Council, 
the Rev. Dr Burn, and many other Gentlemen, ſo that 
the Church was full; and, a Collection being made, there 
were gathered three hundred and thirteen 3 three 
hundred of which were given to Mr Hanſon, and the Re- 
mainder kept for the other Poor. The abovementioned 
Proſelyte has a tolerable Knowledge of ſeveral Languages, 
the German, Engliſh, Portugueze, French, Turkiſh, Armenian, 
Arabick, and Latin, He would willingly have been em- 
ployed in the Miſſion : but as Mr Kiernander expected an 
Aſſiſtant from Europe, he could not engage for his Su 

ort; but intended to apply to the Governor, if poſſibly 

e might get into ſome Civil Employ to maintain him; 
and the Society have ſince learnt that Mr Kiernander has 
{ucceeded in his Application. 


The Reverend Mr Swartz, in a Letter dated 18 Feb. 
1772, acknowledges the Divine Goodneſs in preſerving 
9 his 
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his Life and Strength; and mentions in particular a moſt 
_ Inſtance of his fatherly Care on the 14th of Fanuary, 
when the Powder-Magazine blew up, to the utmoſt Con- 
ſternation of the Inhabicants. By this Calamity many 
Europeans were killed and bruiſed ; and the Number of 
the Natives who ſuffered by it was ſtill greater. But tho? 
Mr Swartz's Windows were broken, and ſeveral Balls flew 
in, he received not the leaſt hurt. His Fellow-Labourers 
of the Natives are likewiſe in good Health, and willing to 
aſſiſt their Brethren who live in Idolatry; and at the ſame 
time content with the ſmall Pay he is able to afford them 
out of the Company's Allowance to himſelf, though ſome of 
—_ _ get more, if they would follow another Courſe 

of Life. | | 
The Engliſh and Malabar Schools are carried on in 
the ſame Manner as was mentioned in his laſt. In the 
former forty Children are inſtructed in Reading, Writing, 
Arithmetick, and particularly in the Principles of Chriſ- 
tianity : In the latter the Number of Children is about 
twenty-ſix, who receive a Monthly Charity of half a 
Rupee each. x 
The Malabar Congregation had, the preceding Year, 
an Addition of ninety-nine Members, ſome of whom were 
formerly Papiſts, but the beſt Part Heathens. Several of 
theſe are connected with a great Number of Families at 
Tirutſchinapally and in the Country; and, as they ſeem to 
be ſincere, it is to be hoped their Example will encourage 
others to forſake their Idolatry. At leaſt Mr Swartz has 
obſerved that many of the Heathens are become more in- 
quiſitive about the Principles of Chriſtianity ; which has 
animated him muchin Preaching the Goſpel. The awaken- 
ing of fome of the Papiſts had produced a different Ef- 
fect. Many of that Communion indeed came and heard 
the Word of God gladly; butothers grew quite outrageous, 
reviled and threatened them, and at laſt even put their 
Threatenings in Execution, For one of their Catechiſts 
having 


*. 
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having viſited a near Relation of his, an ignorant Papiſt, in 
his Sickneſs, the ſick Man intreated his Aſſiſtance. The Ca- 
techiſt, in Compliance with his Requeſt, explained to him 
the Doctrine of Repentance, of Faith in Chriſt, Sc. all 
which he willingly heard, and foen after died. When the 
Papiſts came to bury him, the Catechiſt, as a near Rela- 
tion, deſired to attend the Funeral, which they diſliked; 
and the Popiſn Catechiſt having given him one Blow, all 
the reſt fell upon him, and beat him till the Heathen In- 
habitants cried out againſt them for Murderers. Four 
hours the poor Man lay ſenſeleſs, but after being blooded 
he recovered. The Nabob, being informed of the Af- 
fair, promiſed to chaſtiſe them : however, upon offering 
ſome Preſents, they were ſoon releaſed. | , 

In the Engliſh Congregation are many Soldiers piouſly 
indined, who greatly rejoiced at the Society's Preſent of 
Bibles and Common Prayer Books; the large Proviſion: 
of which was highly acceptable, as the whole Army was 
aſſembled at Tirut/chinapally, in order to beliege Tanjour; 
the Fate of which a few Days more would have decided, 
had not the King thought proper to ſue for Peace. Since 


the Accommodation took place, many P had defired 


him to come; but, as he had till then been fully em- 
ployed in inſtructing ſome Perſons who were willing to 
embrace the Chriſtian Religion, he had been hindered 
from going thither. He wiſhes heartily ſame Body might 
be ſent to aſſiſt him; in which Caſe it would be eaſy for 
him to ſtay at Tanjour ſome Months, and even, if neceſ- 
ſary, to reſide there. In order to gratify Mr Swariz in 
this his earneſt and repeated Deſire, the Society, purſuant 
to the Reſolution which they communicated to the Pub- 
lick in their laſt Account, have written to the Reverend 
Mr Profeſſor Freylinghauſen, Director of the Orphan. Houſe 
at Halle in Saxony, requeſting him to look out for a proper

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at Tirutſchinapally. as well as another to aſſiſt the Reverend 
Mr Kiernander at Calcutta : but by two Letters they have 
received from the Profeſſor, the laſt of which is dated 
12 Dec. 1772, they learn that his Enquiries had till then 
been without Effect: though he hopes that, through the 
__— Bleſſing, he ſhall be ſo happy as to ſucceed againft 
next Year. 


The Society have likewiſe received a Letter from che Targa. . 
Reverend the Daniſh Miſſionaries at Tranguebar, dated 
4 Jan. 1772, wherein they write that, from 53 Of. 1770 
to 5 OF. 1771, their Portugueze 8 together 
with their Tamulian Churches in Town and Country had, 
beſides an hundred and thirty Children, received an In- 
creaſe of twenty Converts from Heatheniſm, and twelve 
from Popery. In their Schools two hundred and ſeventy- 
_ Children are taught. They had all of them been 

red in Life, except Mr Muller, one of the new Miſ- 
bene who arrived there 13 June 1771; and was called 
from them, on the 30 December, by a premature, ih

TH E Reverend Mr Triebner, in a Letter dated 14 Feb. 
.* 1772, acknowledges the Mercy of God towards the 
Miſſion in general, and particularly towards himſelf in 
having ſo re him from a long and painful Sickneſs 
that his Confticution ſeems more ſeaſoned to the Climate, 
and better able to go through the Duties of his Miniftry : 
which he has done ever ſince, preaching three or four 
times every Week, and viliting the Sick, beſides the In- 
ſtruction of the Children, which he took upon himſelf 
when the old Schoolmaſter reſigned, and which he has 
continued with the Aſſiſtanee of young Mr Timothy Lemke, 
At Bethany, a Place four Miles from Ebenezer, in- 
habited by about fifty Proteſtant Families, he preaches 
and catechiſes the Children every Vedneſday. In Summer 
the Way is paſſable z but in Winter they ſend a Canoe 

e to 


lh SEX 
ta carry him over. Moſt of them are of the poorer Sort, 
and very thankful to God that through the Society they 
eryay the Opportunity of being rightly inſtructed in the 
Way of their ſpiritual and eternal Welfare. At Sion, 
three Miles from Ebenezer, on the Road to Sovennab, 
which is chiefly poſſeſſed by the Children of the old Salta- 
Burg bers and other Germans, Divine Service is 
every other Sanday and every Wedneſday by the Reverend 
Mr Rabenborſt, whoſe Plantation is but a Mile and a half 
from that Place; and who likewife miniſters the Means 
af Grace to a good Number of Germans and other Pro- 
teſtants at Goſhen and Savannah. With regard to the 
Fruits of their Labours, Mr Triebner humbly acknow- 
ledges the Work of God in ſeveral well-diſpoſed Perſons 
who are indeed ſincere Chriſtians, and: behave themſelves. 
as ſuch. Several ſick and dying Perſons likewiſe, who 
had lived without God, had been moved heartily to con- 
feſs their Sins, and ſue for Mercy through Jeſus Chriſt. 
Among the gracious Proofs of the Divine Providence 
lately beſtowed on his Congregation, Mr Triebner men- 
tions the good: Reſolution of one of their Members, Mr

Reaſon to complain; ſince ſome of his Flock give ſincere 
Proofs of their Growth in the Lord, by a conſtant At- 
tendance on publick Worſhip, and in other Reſpects lead- 
ing a godly Life; (among whom are ſome of the old 
Saltzburghers and ſome of the Swabiſo Tranſport) whilſt 
others have been brought to a jult Senſe of their Sins, 
and led heartily to embrace the Promiſes of Mercy thro? 
Faith in- Chriſt Jeſus. One in particular who had 'been 
for three Years ſorely miſled by diſorderly People and his 
own Temper, had at length given himſelf up to Driok- 
ing, being determined to drown the Stings of his Con- 
ſcience; but all in vain. At laſt, having continued under 
great Torment of Mind, ſo that he had no Reſt for ſeve- 
ral Months, he came to an earneſt Reflection on his loſt 
Condition, which. ended in a ſincere and unfeigned Re- 
e Three Days before his Death he ſent for 

r Triebner, and with Tears in his Eyes declared what 
the Lord had done for his Soul, deſiring to beg Pardon 
of the Congregation for his ſcandalous Life. - | 
There are three Schools, one at Ebenezer, which three 
Months before had been encreaſed to fifty-rwo Children, 
another at Sion containing eleven, and a third at Bethany 
of twenty; in which the Children are inſtructed in Read- 
ing, Writing, and Arithmetick. Mr Triebner had lately 
taken thirty from eleven to fifteen Years of Age to prepare 
them ſucceſſively for receiving the Lord's Supper. In the 
Summer he made a Trial with a Man for three Months 
to teach the Children in the Town-School: but the Man 
miſunderſtood the Conditions, and, being miſled by ſome 
diſorderly Perſons, wanted to be entirely independent 
even of lawful Directions.

hundred at Geſben and Savannah. Since the End of the 
receding Year their Province had been 'epidemically vi- 
Feed with the Meaſles, ſo that for a Month before the 
Date of his Letter not four Families in his Congregation 
had eſcaped ; but, through the Goodneſs of God they had 
loſt only one Perſon; though they hear that in other 
Places it proves fatal to many: Mr Triebner and his Fa- 
mily had -been- ſpared, though he daily viſited Perſons

Since his coming to- Ebenezer, the People at Bethany 
had often expreſſed their deſire of having an uſeful School- 
maſter for their Children, in which he had at laſt been 
able to gratify them; having found a Perſon to undertake 
it, who has not only natural Abilities, but likewiſe good 
Principles; ſo that Mr Triebner hopes that his Labour 
will be ſucceſsful, and turn out to the Satisfaction of the 
Parents, and Welfare of the Children. As there was nei- 
ther a Houſe nor a ſufficient Salary for his Subſiſtance, 
about thirty Families, after having been admoniſhed to 
do what lay in their Power, built a Houſe for him, and 
ſubſcribed Five Pound as an Addition to his yearly Sa- 
lary.
